Galena inates at the eastermost part 
ol the great bend which is made in the Mississippi 
and the portion of the State of lowe which lies: 
contiguous to this part of the river is a peninsula 
which, from its shape and the contour of its sur- 
face, would induce the produce of the country to 
flow naturally towards it, if cheap modes of transit 
were furnished. The river, at this point, also 
approaches nearest the great chain of lakes, the 
navigation of wh'ch commences at our city, and 

no ‘other of our roads offers so short a transist 
from Cevtral Iowa to the water and railroad lines 
leading from Chicago to an eastern market. 

The attention of the managers of thé Rock 
Island Railroad was early directed to the import- 
ance of attracting over their line the large busi- 
ness which might be expected from so fertile a 
region as that of Central Towa, constantly increas- 
ing in the namber of its inbabitants by the steady 
tide of immigration which was flowing towards it 
from other States and from Europe; and it being 
apparent that increased facilities for passing the 
barrier which the river presented were necessary: 
in order to command this great traffic, the bold 
and enterprising scheme of spanning the river was 
entertained, and to them belongs the credit of the 
successful completion of the pioneer bridge which 
connects the commercial interests of both sides of 
the river,and which has added so much to the 
prosperity of their read as well as that of our 
city. Two years experience in the largely in- 
creased revenues to their road, which this bridge 
has caused, is a suffieientiy practical demonstr.- 
tion of the wisdom and foresight of its projectors, 
amd itis claimed that the result of their enter- 
prise proves clearly the success which would at- 
tend a similar undertaking connec ting the Fulton 
line with both Central Iowa and Minneseta. As 
has been s , this line is the shortest between 
the Mississippi and the lakes, and it is shorter 
than the Rock Island Road by forty-five miles. 
When botb lines have made the same westing, 
the Falton line will have the advantage of thirty 
miles im distance ,which it will retain, as both lines 
are extended turtber into Iowa, provided the 
ties at the crossing of the river are made 

by the construction of the proposed bridge. If, 
therefore, the Fulton bridge was built, this 


the traffic of Central Iowa than any other road 
terminating on Lake Michigan. 

The vexatious and costly delays which must 
always exist while the present mode of transit 
at the river remains unaltered, has had the ef- 
tect of inducing much of the traffic of this region 
to take other routes than the Fulton line. It is 
well known that a considerable portion of the 
trade from a distance of about thirty miles west 
ot the river now passes over the Rock Island 
Railroed, to the Chicago and Eastern markets, 
at an increased distance of fifty miles and more, 
rather than encounter the delays and expense 
which are met witb at the Fulton crossing ; and 
much of it is entirely lost to the Fulton line in 
consequence of the river route to St. Louis be- 
ing ches An equal share of the traſhe of 
the country which would be adjacent to the 
western extension of the Rock Island road may, 
by means of the connections already referred 
to with that line, be reasonably expected to pass 
over the Fulton road, besides giving to the Ful- 
ton route a monopoly of that portion of the 
trade on and near the lines extending westerly 
from the proposed bridge. 

In our ding article we referred to the ad- 
vantages possessed by the district of country 
which this new enterprise is expected to com- 
mend. itis well known that the valley of the

Almost every citizen of Illinois knew the 
late Dr. Peck, of Rock Spring, St. Clair 


County, in this State. He was an able and 


influential clergyman of the Baptist denomi- 


i. | nation, nd enjoyed, while living, in a most 


un dedomthations. Mr. Peck came to the 
West iu 1817, and was identified with it from 
that time to his death which oceurred a few 
months since. He was possessed of a clear 
understanding, took an active interest in what- 
ever pertained either to the moral or material 
advancement of the country, and was in the 
habit, therefore , of closely scrutinizing pub- 
lic matters and the course of public men. In 
Middle and Southern Illinois, where he was 
better known than in the extreme north of 
the State, his opinions on public affairs pos- 
sessed great weight; for while everybody were 
eatisfied of the soundness of his judgment and 
of the extent and accuracy of his information 
they had every confidence also in his integrity
